Ordinance No 4 or 1922 

An Ordinance to facilitate the reciprocal enforcement of 
judgments and awards in the United Kingdom and 

Fiji. 

I [18f?i December 1922] 

1 Short Title.— This Ordinance may be cted as the 
Reciprocal Enforcement of Judgments Ordinance. 

o Interpretation.— In this Ordinance, unless the context 

otherwise requires— “judgment” means any judgment or 

ordvr given or made by a court in any civil proceedings 
il.or briure or .It-. U„ p.Ming »f Ori„,...ce where- 
b, any mm of money in made payable and » 

award in prow e dings on an arbitration if the award has m 
mninaJ ol the L u, to- the plaoo »bt- .t 
made become enforceable in the same manner as a judg- 
ment given by a court in that place; 

“original court” in relation to any judgment means the 
court by which the judgment was given; 

“registering court” in relation to any judgment means 
the eourt, by which the judgment was registered, 

“judgment creditor" means the person by whom the 
judgment was obtained and includes the successors aud 
assigns of that person, 

“ludoment debtor” means the person against whom the 
judgment was given and includes any person against whom 
the judgment is enforceable m the place where u was 
given 

a Enforcement in the Colony of judgments obtained in 
High Court in England, etc.— (1) where a judgment has 
been < btained in the High Court m England or Ireland 


(a) the original court acted without jurisdiction, ot 

(b) tips judgment debtor being a person who was 
neither carrying on business nor ordinarily resi- 
dent within tho jurisdiction of the original court 
did not voluntarily appear or otherwise submit or 
agree to submit to the jurisdiction ot that court 
or 


(e) the judgment debtor being the defendant in the 
proceedings was not duly served with the pro- 
cess of the original court and did not appear not- 
withstanding that he was ordinarily __ resident or 
was carrying on business within the' jurisdiction 
of that court or agreed to submit to the jurisdic- 
tion of that court; or 


(d) the judgment was obtained by fraud; or 

(c) the judgment debtor satisfies the registering court 
either that an appeal is pending or that he is 
entitled and intends to appeal against the judg- 
ment ; or 

(f) the judgment was in respect o<f a cause of action 
which for reasons of public policy or for some 
other similar reason could not nave been enter- 
tained by the registering court. 

(3) Where a judgment is registered under this section — 

(a) the judgment shall, as from the date of registra- 
tion, be of the same force and effect and proceed- 
ings may be taken thereon as if it had beon a 
judgment originally obtained or entered upon the 
date oi registration in the registering eourt; 

(b) the registeung court shall brave tho same control 
and jurisdiction over the judgment as it_has over 
similar judgments given by itself but in so far 
only as relates to executions under this section; 

(c) the reasonable costs of and incidental to the regis- 
tration ot the judgment (including the costs of 
obtaining a certified copy therool from the original 
court and the application for registration) shall 
be recoverable in like manner as if they were 
sums payable under the judgment. 


4 No costs of action Jn certain cases.— In any action 
brought in the Supreme Court on any judgment whijh 
might be ordered to be registered under the last preced- 
ing" section the plaintiff shall not be entitled to iccover 
any costs of the action unless an application to register 
the judgment under that section has previously been re- 
fused or unless the Court otherwise orders.

0 Power to make rules. — <(1) Tbe Chief Justice may 
lake rules of eourt for regulating the practice and prooe- 
are (including scales of fees and evidence) m respect ot 
roceedings oi any kind under tins Ordinance and such 
cVinll (inter alia) DroV’de — 


(a) for service on tbe judgment debtor of notice of 
the registration of a judgment under this sec- 
tion; and 
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(b) for enabling tbe registering court on an application 

by the judgment debtor to set aside the registra- 
tion of a judgment under this settion on such 
terms as the Court thinks fit; and 

(c) for suspending the execution of a judgment regis- 

tered under this section until the expiration of 
the period during which the judgment debtor may 
apply to have the registration set aside 

(2) All such rules of Court shall be laid before the Legis- 
lative Council and shall come into operation on being 
approved by the Legislative Council and on publication in 

the Gazette. 

7. Power to extend provisions ol Ordinance.— (1) Where 

the Governor is satisfied that reciprocal provisions have 
been made by the legislature of any other part of His 
Majesty’s dominions outside the United Kingdom for the 
enforcement within that part of His Majesty’s dominions 
of judgments obtained in the Supreme Court of Fiji the 
Governor may by Order in Council declare that this Ordin- 
ance shall extend to judgments obtained in a superior 
court in that part of His Majesty’s dominions in like 
manner as it extends to judgments obtained in a superior 
court in the United Kingdom and on any such order being 
made this Ordinance shall extend accordingly. 

(2) Eor the purposes of this section the expression “that 
part of His Majesty’s dominions outside the United King- 
dom’’ shall he deemed to include any territory which is 
under His AJajcsty’s protection or in respect of which a 
mandato is being exercised by the Government of any part 
of His Majesty’s dominions. 

(3j An Order in Council under this section may be varied 
or ’-evoked by a subsequent Order.
